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‘CSU makes decision 
on tuition buyout deal

The Cal State University has de- 
cided to take the state’s tuition buyout 
deal should Gov. Jerry Brown’s tax 
measure pass this November, accord- 
ing to CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis. 

In July, Brown signed an educa- 
tion trailer bill that would prom- 
ise an extra $125 million in state 
funding to the CSU in 2013-14 
should the system agree to rescind 
its nine percent tuition increase 
this year, which it has already 
started collecting. 

This would require the CSU to 
refund students who have already 
paid fees toward tuition. 


The University of California, 
which was also offered the deal, 
agreed to forsake a potential six per- 
cent tuition increase just a day after 
Brown signed the bill. 

Any action on the CSU’s side 
depends on the passage of Brown’s 
tax measure. If the measure fails, it 
would set in motion a $250 million 
trigger cut to the CSU’s budget. 

It would also create a $132 million 
hole in the CSU’s budget for 2012-13. 

Fallis ‘said the CSU is currently 
working with the state to find a way 
to fill the hole. 

“Obviously if you have a gap, you 
have to fill it somehow,” Fallis said. 
“We are going to work with them 
on identifying some one-time funds 
that we would have the authority to 
bring.”

The California State Senate voted 
unanimously last week in favor of a 
resolution designed to ban all Califor- 
nia universities from asking for access 
to students’ social media accounts. 

Senate Bill 1349 is designed to allow 
students to maintain their privacy, the 
bill’s author Sen. Leland Yee (D-San 
Francisco) said on his website. 

SB 1349’s text defines social me- 
dia accounts .as blogs, text messages, 
emails and more. : 

According to the bill’s text, SB 1349 
will also prevent universities from 
threatening students with punishment 
if they choose not to relinquish their 
social media information. 

It remains unclear how many Califor- 
nia universities actively seek students’ or 
employees’ social media information. 

“We are not aware of any [Cal State 
Universities] advocating this,” .CSU 
spokesman Erik Fallis said. “Nor has 
the chancellor’s office ever advocated 
monitoring social media accounts.” 

According to Yee’s website, the bill 
will also help the families of people 
whose accounts have already been ac- 
cessed. Yee said that personal family 
information might be present in a re- 
quested social media account. 

For some students, like sophomore 
mathematics major Ranil Weerackoon, 
this bill is seen as a step in the right di- 
rection. 

““T think they finally got it right,” 
Weerackoon said, “because university 
staff or employers should not have

The policy has reached 
the Supreme Court in 
Fisher v. University of 
Texas at Austin.

The University of California abol- 
ished racial preference from its admis- 
sions process in 1995, and a year later, 
the state of California followed suit 
with the passage of Proposition 209, 
forbidding the consideration of race in 
operations of public education. 

Now, 17 years later, the UC has 
changed its mind. 

A Supreme Court case that focused 
on the consideration of race, also 
known as affirmative action, in college 
admissions has risen to widespread at- 
tention. 

“It’s an issue of national signifi- 
cance,” Cal State Long Beach Presi- 
dent F. King Alexander said. 

Earlier this month, UC President 
Mark G. Yudof and chancellors of the 
10-campus system supported the Uni- 
versity of Texas at Austin’s use of affir- 
mative action in a “friend of the court” 
brief submitted for the court case, 
Fisher v. University of Texas at Austin. 

In the case, potential UT student 
Abigail Fisher — a white female — 
sued the university because she failed 
to gain admission after competing 
against other applicants “Under a sys- 
tem in which UT expressly considered 
race in order to increase enrollment of 
Hispanic and African-American appli- 


cants,” according to Fisher’s brief. 

UT uses this admissions process af- 
ter considering Texas’ Top Ten Percent 
Law, which provides automatic admis- 
sion for the top ten percent of students 
at each Texas high school, according to 
Fisher’s brief. Fisher did not make the 
ten percent cut. 

In the brief, Fisher argues that con- 
sidering her race during the application 
process violates the Equal Protection 
Clause, which secures “racial neutral- 
ity in governmental decision making.” 

Yet, the UC submitted its brief in 
support of UT. 

UC Spokesperson Dianne Klein said 
consideration of race in the application 
process is meant to “increase diversity 
to reflect the diversity of the state.” 

In their brief, President Yudof and 
UC chancellors argued that Prop. 209 
“Had an immediate and dramatic ad- 
verse effect on the admission and-en- 
rollment of underrepresented minority 
students at the [UC].” 

The UC has attempted multiple 
methods of restricting the decline in 
underrepresented minority students 
since Prop. 209, such as expanding its 
outreach program and placing less im- 
portance on standardized tests in the 
admissions process. 

“We're starting as early as middle 
school,” Klein said. “Despite all of these 
efforts, we are not maintaining the level 
of diversity to retain a critical mass.” 

Cal State University Spokesman 
Erik Fallis said the CSU has made sim- 
ilar efforts in its outreach program to 
make attending a CSU more accessible 
to underrepresented communities, and 
it seems to be working. 

“We had more applications from 
students who indicated they were of 
Hispanic or Latino background in our 


last cycle [2011-12] than we did from 
students who indicated they were 
white,” Fallis said. “That was actually 
the first time that’s happened in our ap- 
plication cycle.” 

In fall 2012, the CSU had 113,017 
Mexican American and Latino stu- 
dents enrolled and 115,423 white stu- 
dents, according to the CSU website. 

““We’ve been able to achieve a really 
diverse application pool,” Fallis said. 

Still, Alexander said he thinks use of 
affirmative action in CSU admissions 
processes could benefit the system. 

“I see more positives than negatives 
to it,’ Alexander said. “We should use 
any tool that we can have that we be- 
lieve will have positive effects on our 
students.” 

Some CSULB students have more 
mixed feelings on the subject. 

Senior mechanical engineering ma- 
jor, Sarah Haley, said affirmative ac- 
tion could help to. get students from 
families that typically haven’t attended 
college and create.a “snowball effect” 
for those of future generations. 

“It’s not black and white,” Haley 
said. “In some cases it can benefit vast 
groups of people, but in other cases it 
can hurt people.” 

Junior biochemistry major, Erika 
Torres, said race should not be con- 
sidered so importantly as a student’s 
intelligence or integrity. 

“The most important type of diver- 
sity that is essential.in a university is 
the way people think really,” Torres 
said. “Maybe your race can play a role 
in that, but it doesn’t define you, so 
why should it define if the school ac- 
cepts you or not?” 

The Supreme Court case of Fisher v. 
University of Texas at Austin is sched- 
uled to take place in October.

Yee is also working on Assem- 
bly Bill 1844, which is designed 
to prevent California universities 
from asking job applicants for so- 
cial media account usernames and 


passwords. 


Senior computer engineering 
major Renan Alencar said SB 1349 
has a positive impact on students. 

“Social networks such as Facebook 
and Google+ are tools that people use 
to share ... intimacy with friends,” 
Alencar said. “I believe [the act of ac- 
cessing accounts] hurts ... privacy.” 

SB 1349 is currently on Gov. Jerry 
Brown’s desk, awaiting a signature. 
Brown will-have until September 30 
to sign or veto the bill. 


Study: Hispanics more likely to enroll in college than other minorities 


Populations of Latino and Hispanic students has 
increased by 27.2 percent at CSULB since 2003.

Families liké Sarah Coromina’s are 
relatively new to the textbooks and 
classrooms of a university, but her fa- 
ther would like to change that. 

“My dad would tell me, ‘you can’t 
mess up, you have to do it, you are the 
last chance we have of one of my kids

graduating college,” Coromina said. 
“There wasn’t any doubt in my parents’ 
mind that I would go to a university.” 

The number of Hispanic students, like 
Coromina, is rapidly increasing at both 
California universities and universities 
nationwide, according to recent research. 

At Cal State Long Beach, 32.6 per- 
cent of undergraduates were of His- 
panic descent in 2011, according to the 
university website. 

According to the CSU’s website, 21 
percent of undergraduate students in 
the 23-campus system were of Hispanic 
descent in 2002. By 2011, that percent- 
age rose to 30.8 percent. 


“Hispanics are growing at both the 
CSU and Cal State Long Beach,” CSU 
Spokesman Erik Fallis said. 

In fall 2003, 7,873 Hispanic students 
were enrolled at CSULB, according to the 
university website. By fall 2011, that num- 
ber rose to 10,820, a 27.2 percent increase. 

“It is surprising to see those high 
numbers,” junior anthropology major 
Sarah Coromina said. “It doesn’t seem 
that way when I am walking around on 
campus. I think the numbers are high 
because some people are a fourth or half 
and still associate with being Latino.” 

According to the Pew Hispanic Cen- 
ter, 46 percent of Hispanics throughout 
the U.S. were enrolled in American 
colleges in the last year, a 37 percent 
increase from 2008. The data was col- 
lected from.the Census Bureau and the 


Department of Education. 

The number of young Hispanics en- 
rolled in college surpassed black enroll- 
ment for the first time in 2012, with 2.1 
million Hispanics enrolled. The study 
found that Hispanics, as compared with 
other minority groups, are more likely 
to attend college. 

Coromina said she has noticed how 
her family has: become more college 
bound since her grandparent’s time. 

“My grandparents were born in 
Puerto Rico, they lived most of their 
lives there before they moved to New 
York,” Coromina said. “They didn’t go 
to college, but my dad did.” 


Coromina’s father was the first in his . 


family to go to college, and Coromina 
is the second. 
She said she had a lot of pressure 
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from her parents to succeed and feels 


‘like most children from Hispanic fami- 


lies are the same. 

Mechanical engineering majors Du- 
nia Ponce and Johana Nuno said they 
think it is sometimes harder for Hispan- 
ic students to get into college, despite 
the statistics. 

Ponce said Hispanic parents don’t 
quite understand what it takes to actu- 
ally get into college. 

“They don’t understand the system,” 
Ponce said. 

Still, the number of Hispanic stu- 
dents at CSULB is growing, and it 
doesn’t seem to be dropping anytime 
soon. = 

“As the population is growing, so 
will the amount of Hispanic college 
students,” Nuno said.

emailed courtesy parking passes to 
students, Rudometkin said. The passes, 
which were sent out on Friday, gave stu- 
dents the ability to park for free during 
the first week of class and will expire 
on Saturday. 

According to Rudometkin, Parking 
and Transportation Services has always 
distributed courtesy parking passes 
during the first week of school; howev- 
er, the passes were usually handed out 
at the cashier’s office in Brotman Hall. 

The passes were emailed this year 


to prevent the website, where students 
buy passes, from crashing, like it did 
in 2011 when too many students pur- 
chased permits at one time. 

Even though a number of cars had 
the free parking permits displayed on 
their dashboards, Rudometkin said 
that it is too early to say if this is one of 
the primary causes of the overcrowded 
parking lots.

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Men’s water polo optimistic about upcoming season 


The ‘Niners think 
they have what it 
takes to end a three- 
year playoff drought.

The Long Beach State men’s water 
polo team will dive back into action 
Saturday morning, when it opens its 


season with a pair of games at the UC 


Irvine Tournament. Z 

LBSU will look to repeat the early 
success of last season when the team 
won its first seven matches and nine 
of its first ten. The Beach will face the 
University of Redlands at 10:15 a.m. 
and Chapman University at 12:30 p.m. 
this Saturday. % 

The 49ers are chomping at the bit 
to gain a berth in the Mountain Pa- 
cific Sports Federation (MPSF) Tour- 
nament, a goal that has evaded the 
Beach by the slimmest of margins the 
last few seasons. Pacific defeated the 
49ers on the final day of the season 
last year to earn the eighth and final 
playoff spot. 

Although the 49ers’ struggles have 
been well-documented the last. few 
years, a strong recruiting class has 
given rise to a new wave of optimism 
and excitement surrounding the team. 
Junior college recruit Balint Meszaros 
made an early impression on his coach 
and has secured the starting job pro- 
tecting the cage. 

“He has great legs, and he gets to 
the corners,” head coach Gavin Arroyo 
said. “He’s not the thickest goalie, but 
he makes up for it with great athleti- 
cism.” 

Meszaros gives the 49ers an im- 
posing presence in the net. The 6’4” 
transfer from West Valley College 
recorded 162 saves in 25 games last 
season. 

Other high-profile newcomers in- 
clude Nolan McConnell, Dimitrios 
Lappas and Spencer White. 

McConnell, brother of 49er junior 
Nathan McConnell, joins LBSU fol-

coach Dan Monson, the new facilities 
will be a main attraction when future 
recruits visit the University. 

“In the five years I’ve been here, 
we’ve never taken a recruit into the lock- 
er room before,” he said. “Now I would 
venture to say it might be the first stop.” 

Funded by a $2 million donation by 
Glen and Debbie Bickerstaff, the reno- 
vations are part of an ongoing process 
to lift Long Beach State athletics into 
the elite tier of mid-major schools. The 
beach-themed court design is a clear ef- 
fort to give The Beach a national iden- 
tity — similar to the way Boise State’s 
blue football field has given the Bron- 
cos a defining image. 

“When you’re Long Beach State,” 
Monson said, “and you’re trying to set 
yourself apart from mid-major schools, 
I think your schedule needs to be dif- 
ferent. The uniforms need to be differ- 
ent, the floor — whatever it can be that 
makes people talk about you.” 

Ever since the 49ers won the Big West 
title last year, people have been talking. 

“Being the only Division I school in 
America with the word ‘beach’ in it — 


I think it separates us in being able to’ 


utilize that and to play off of that is very 
important for us,” Monson said. 

While the beach identity is impor- 
tant for the university, the quality of the 
design had to be as close to perfect as 


lowing a stellar high school career. The 
younger McConnell brother won back- 
to-back CIF Division III Player of the 
Year honors and was honored as an All- 
American his senior season. 

‘Lappas arrives from Greece as a 
five-time champion of the Greece Ju- 
nior League with his Panionios Club 
Team. Arroyo sees him as true utility 
player and the initial plan is to have 
Lampas be perimeter shooter on of- 


* fense. 


White comes over as an MBA stu- 
dent from UC Berkeley (Cal). The 
graduate student played parts of two 
seasons with the Golden Bears,: who 
run a perennial top-5 program. White 
is in the finishing stages of his recovery 
from shoulder surgery and hopes to be 
available to assist the 49ers in their.ef- 
forts this weekend. 

The biggest name to join the 
49ers, however, was a major sur- 
prise. Junior Nick Rascon left The 
Beach at the end of last year to play 
for Cal but transferred back for un- 
known reasons. His return to the 
team was a gift wrapped in ribbon 
for the coaching staff, as he scored 
32 goals in 21 games for the 49ers 
last season. Rascon’s eligibility is in 
question this season, but he hopes to 
contribute in the near future. 

The 49ers’ biggest loss from 2011 
was Aleksandar Petrovic, who led the 
‘Niners in goals last year. In his ab- 
sence, 30-goal-scorers Milos Vrzic, 
Dan Matulis and Brian Schiefer are 
expected to carry the load offensively. 
Schiefer has been named the captain of 
the team. 

If LBSU is to capture an MPSF 
Tournament berth this season, it will 
have to perform well during a crucial 
three-game homestand against Pacific, 
Pepperdine and UCI. 

“November is certainly an important 
stretch for us,” Arroyo said. . 

The team knows that those are all 
winnable games and that success in 
them is vital to getting to the playoffs. 


. The Beach plays just six home games 


this year. 

“We're fine playing on the road, but 
we have to go into those games with a 
good mindset,” Matulis said. 

White said he likes the talent his 
coach has brought in.

“With the group of guys Gavin has 
assembled, making the MPSF Tourna- 
ment should be very doable,” he said.

A positive vibe has taken over the 
49ers’ practice sessions, and the play- 
ers believe that they have a team that 


is capable of competing in and winning - 


the tough matches. Following a great 
preseason, Arroyo has gone so far to 
say that the players feel like they have 
something to prove. This season is a 
war of attrition, and the UCI Tourna- 
ment sets the stage for the 49ers’ battle 
in the pool. Let the battle begin.

According to CSULB assistant de- 
sign professor John Kleinpeter, the ath- 
letic department’s collective effort was 
a huge success.

The women’s volleyball team had the 
honor of being the first to practice on the 
new floor Monday afternoon. It will also 
be the first to play an official event on 
the floor this weekend when it hosts the 
Long Beach State Mizuno Invitational. 

“T tripped on one of the palm trees 
my first time out,” head women’s vol- 
leyball coach Brian Gimmillaro joked.

The paint has dried on the new court 
in the Walter Pyramid, and the Long 
Beach State women’s volleyball team is 
ready to welcome its first set of visitors. 

This weekend, the ‘Niners (1-2) will 
play three matches in as many days 
when they host the annual Long Beach 
State Mizuno Invitational. 

The lone setback facing the Beach 
is the loss of starting middle blocker 
Alma Serna, who is out for at least the 
weekend after spraining her ankle dur- 
ing the first set of the season Friday at 
the Kentucky Classic. 

LBSU head coach Brian Gimmillaro 


said the team will need extra contribu- ° 


tions from players such as senior out- 
side hitter Janisa Johnson and junior 
outside hitter Delainey Aigner-Swesey 
if it wants to be successful in Serna’s 
absence. 

Johnson leads the team with 60 kills 
so far on the young season. She record- 
ed two double-doubles and- averaged 
five kills per set in three matches at the 
Kentucky Classic. 

“The style of the team changes, but 
we’re going to have to fight through the 
matches this weekend.’ Gimmillaro 
said. “It’s a hardet style. Everybody has 
to be a better player, not just score more 
but be a better player.” 
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The LBSU women’s volleyball team will play James Madison, San Diego and Wisconsin in the Mizuno Invitational this weekend. 


Gimmillaro added that the team’s 
defense would have to change and im- 
prove while playing without its sopho- 
more middle blocker. 

“When you have the best blocker [ju- 
nior Haleigh Hampton] and one of the 
other really strong blockers [Serna] in 
the whole country out, it’s hard to stop 


the ball at the net,” he said. “Other lines 
of defense have to be better, which are 
difficult. Everything has to be better.” 

The Mizuno Invitational begins 
Thursday when LBSU squares off with 
James Madison at 7 p.m. 

On Friday, the ‘Niners return to the 
court to take on the University of San 


Diego (2-1). The No. 20 Toreros have
